Former Senator S. L. Staples 


made a speech here last night on 
behalf of Governor O. B. Col­ 
quitt. 
In answering the charge 
that Governor Colquitt was not a 
friend to organized labor and that 
Judge Ramsey had been in the 
past and now is espousing the 
laboring people’s cause, stated, 
among other things, that in 1S96 
he served on the committee of 
platforms and resolutions at the 
Fort 
Worth 
State democratic 
convention and voted with Judge 
Ramsey to incorporate the fellow 
servant plank into the platform; 
that both went to the succeeding 
legislature, one as a member of 
the house and the other as 
member of the railway lobby; 
that Judge Ramsey was there as 
a paid attorney for the Santa Fe 
Railway company opposing the 
passage of the fellow servant 
bill. JudgeRamsey stated that he 
submitted a puolished statement 
to both aides and denies that he 
was opposing the passage of the 
measure 
It was my understand 
ing at that time, as it was all 
those who were fighting for the 
passage of the 
measure, that 
Judge Ramsey was representing 
the railways witk Perkins, Frost, 
Terry and others, and submitted 
an aig u m en tin writing on be­ 
half of these companies. 
He was 
not tnere at the instance of the 
railway 
employes; furthermore, 
he has not yet stated which side 
of this question he was on, and 
if he will kindly furnish the pub­ 
lic with a copy of his written 
argument before the committee 
then there can be no further 
question as to how he stood. 
At the same time Judge Ram­ 
sey was opposing the passage of 
this measure Governor Colquitt 
was a member of the State Sen­ 
ate and made a vigorous fight 
for the passage of this bilk Gov­ 
ernor Colquitt offered a substi­ 
tute for the original bill, which 
was adopted and passed by the 
senate and house and approved 
by Culberson, who was governor 
at the time. 
The law has proven 
efficacious and has given univer­ 
sal satisfaction so far as the 
railway employes are concerned, 
and it was for their protection 
the law wa9 passed. 
The law 
met with the hearty approval of 
the railway employes legislative 
board which had charge of the 
bill at Austin and E. P Curtis 
one of the members of the board 
ie now an ardent supporter of 
Governor Colquitt. 
The governor made a fight for 
the passage of this measure at a 
time when organized labor was 
in its infancy in Texas and was 
struggling for its very existence 
to get a foothold, and was not 
then, like it is now, a potent 
factor in electing or defeating 
candidates for office. 
Governor 
Colquitt then gave the railway 
employes his active and aggres­ 
sive support, while Judge Ram­ 
sey was fighting on the other 
side of the question for the rail­ 
way companies.

Half the Ills of life might be elim­ 
inated if 
our food 
was 
properly 
chosen, we are told, and during or just 
after the holidays many will suffer 
from so-called bilious attacks, which 
mean overworked livers. 
Sugar eat­ 
ing in the various forms of candy and 
cakes is responsible 
for bad 
livers, 
sick headaches, muddy skins and the 
“seal brown taste” in the mouth. 
In the ordinary course of digestion 
starchy foods reach the circulation as 
sugar. 
This is carried to the liver 
by the portal system and stored to be 
used by the body. If we ever eat such 
foods as potatoes, bread and sweets, 
we overcrowd the liver. 
Children can easily cultivate an ap­ 
petite for sweets, but if they never 
get the habit much suffering for all 
concerned Is avoided. 
Sweet fruits contain sugar that is 
thoroughly satisfying and wholesome, 
and little people may be early taught 
to buy such things, instead of candy. 
It is quite a rem arkable fact that 
children who have been so reared that 
they have had little or no sweets are 
rarely apt, when reaching maturity, to 
care enough for such food to overin­ 
dulge. 
The errors in diet th at are begun 
In childhood undermine the vitality, 
and In time the body is not able to ex­ 
pel the waste and ward off disease. 
A child may be plump and the pic­ 
ture of health, and yet by a little over­ 
work or exposure to disease the im­ 
properly-nourished body succumbs.

DIRTY EGGS DECREASE VALUE 


Agricultural 
Department 
Estimates 
Loss to Farmers at $5,000,000 
Every Year. 


While there are a few egg producers 
who take the best of care of their 
product, the average farmer considers 
the eggs produced on the farm a by­ 
product and makes very little pro­ 
vision for their care, aside from gath­ 
ering them. 
A large loss is caused 
by dirty eggs, the number being enor­ 
mous. and according to the estimate 
of Secretary Wilson of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture this money loss 
to the farmers in the United States 
amounting to about $5,000,000 annual­ 
ly. 
This loss is very 
largely 
brought 
about by not gathering the eggs often 
enough. 
In wet weather more dirty 
eggs are found than at any other time. 
This Is caused by the fact that the 
hen’s f< et are often covered with mud 
or other filth, and in going on the nest 
to lay she soils the eggs already In 
the nest. 
An insufficient number of nests Is 
often tho cause of many of the dirty 
eggs found. 
Eggs are laid 
on 
the 
ground and around the hay and straw 
stacks, and 
becoming 
stained, are 
classed as "dirties.” 
Again, when too 
many eggs are allowed to remain In a 
nest some are broken and many of the 
others become smeared with broken 
yolks. This condition is often brought 
about by allowing the broody hens to 
use the same nests with the layers. 
On a farm where one nest to every 
four hens is provided and the nests 
are kept clean and well bedded, it is 
found that very few dirty eggB are 
produced. 
After 
gathering .the 
eggs, 
care 
should be taken not to put them where 
they will become heated, or near oil, 
onions, or other vegetables, as they 
readily absorb odors. 
Although dirty eggs may be perfect­ 
ly fresh, they Invariably sell as "sec­ 
onds,” and when but a few dirty eggs 
are mixed with an otherwise fresh, 
clean lot, they materially 
decrease 
the price of the clean eggs.

The best breed is one that suits 
one'* purpose best. 
A little salt and pepper mixed with 
the mash Is good for the hens. 
Hens must be fed, and fed a long 
time, before the eggs wUl come. 
Breeding turkeys cair be profitably 
kept up to the fifth and sixth year. 
'Hie cost of feed for geese Is small, 
compared with that for other m arket 
fowls. 
When at all Indisposed, a turkey 
should be separated from the rest of 
the flock. 
Ducks and gese require deep drink­ 
ing vessels, especially lf reared and 
kept on land. 
A ben, like a human being, needs 
to be made comfortable in order to 
do the best work. 
As soon as the breeding season is 
over the male birds should 1% sep­ 
arated from the hens.

Reliable data shows that the yield 
of an irrigated farm in Colorado lf 
more than twice the yield of land in 
a rain-belt country. 
It is estimated 
that the net returns from a well cul­ 
tivated irrigated farm Is at least 25 
per cent on the valuation of the farm. 
It Is not unusual for a Colorado h$rm 
to pay for itself in 
two 
or 
thref 
years where the farmer couples In 
telligence and frugality together. Ap 
proximately $60,000,000 has been ex 
pended in the construction of irriga 
tion projects in Colorado. 
The total 
value of Colorado farm lands is placed 
at $.*160,000,000. 


For some time experts have recog­ 
nized that the socalled arid country 
in the Rocky mountain region must 
some day be made 
to yield 
a vast 
amount of agricultural products, but 
they also have 
realized 
that 
this 
could not be accomplished except by 
Irrigation. 
The soil in that section is rich and 
the water supply is said to be ample 
once it is properly stored so as to 
assure the farm er of a continual sup 
ply during the growing season. 
This 
Is being accomplished gradually. 
Colorado excels all other states in 
the amount of land under irrigation. 
The census of 1910 showed that 4.000, 
OOO acres were under ditch, and it 
was reported that with the comple­ 
tion of irrigation projects under way

enjoin the commation from taking 
or carrying reciprocal or mutual 
fire insurance on their plant and 
products. 
Upon a trial of the 
case in the district court of Lee 
county judgment 
was rendered 
against the defendant directing 
the defendant ccrporation to can­ 
cel all such mutual or reciprocal 
policies then 
held by the enjoin­ 
ing tne corporation from hereafter 
taking any Buch fire insurance. 


The court in effect holding that 
by taking such policies of insur­ 
ance, the corporation was entering 
into a partnership agreement or 
contract which was not contem­ 
plated or 
permitted 
under 
its 
charter. 
In other words, the tak­ 
ing of a policy of fire insurance 
issued upon a mutual or 
recipro 
cal basis was. in effect, the for­ 
mation of a 
partnership agree­ 
ment between a corporation and 
others, and not only not author­ 
ized, but specially 
inhibited by 
the laws of Texas. 


A corporation 
has 
no 
more 
powers than are granted expressly 
or by implication from itscharter, 
which is dependent upon the laws 
of the State authorizing the crea­ 
tion of corporations and prescrib­ 
ing their powers, duties and liabil­ 
ities. 
To permit corporations to 
enter into contracts which would 
practically destroy their idenity 
and create other managers and 
agents for them than those pre­ 
scribed by law would be contrary 
to public policy and subversive of 
the laws of their creating. The 
law authrizing th* organization of 
corporations in Texas details the 
object for 
which 
they may be 
created, gives the limits of their 
duration, makes specific grant of 
their powers and prescribes their 
duties, naming the officers through 
and by whom they shall be con­ 
trolled and 
governed, and 
pro­ 
vides that: 
"No coaratio n shall 
employ its stock, means, assets or 
other property, directly or in­ 
directly, fcr any Other 
purpose 
whatever than to accomplish the 
legitimate objects of its creation. 


There is no provision 
in 
the 
statute that would give a corpor­ 
ation the authority to hide itself 
in a tarternership, 
obsecure its 
idenity, shift its responsibilities, 
place its management in the hands 
of person* foreign to the laws of 
its creation and cripple its power 
to perform the duties incumbent 
upon it.

VVhen Customers Enter They Are Al­ 
most Compelled to Buy. 
First and foremost the English excel 
in salesmanship. 
Once having got 
a possible purchaser Inside the door, 
they reason he should be made profit­ 
able to them. The fioor manager does 
not assume that attitude of royal In­ 
difference us with us. He watches the 
struggle beween sales|>er8on and cus­ 
tomer. If the latter shows signs of es­ 
caping Into the open with his purse in­ 
tact another clerk is brought forward 
as a re-enforcement. 
Some establish­ 
ments still lay fines on clerks who do 
not effect sales, but the system of in­ 
citing the sales force to its utmost ef­ 
forts by giving percentages is now 
coming Into vogue. 
The method that London stores have 
of letting a cash girl conduct u cus­ 
tomer who has finished bis purchases 
to a central cash desk and wrapping 
counter, where he stands In line, keep­ 
ing an anxious eye on his goods till 
they are parcelled, seems to us archaic 
and cumbersome. An Oxford street 
merchant, however, reasons differently: 
“When a patron has finished his pur­ 
chases he Is better out of the way of 
new customers. English men and wom­ 
en prefer privacy when they are mak­ 
ing purchases, which would be impos­ 
sible were customers allowed to sit nt 
the counter, awaiting their packages. 
Then the wrapping force works more 
rapidly when the patron watches and 
urges haste.” 
I did not see how that particular 
force could work any more slowly, but 
his other argument might have some 
m erit—Business.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Madison’* Pert In Giving the Execu­ 
tive Mansion Its Name. 
Just. how the White House came to 
h.i so designated is a question on 
which historians differ. 
A local his 
torian in Washington thinks that the 
burden of proof tends to give credit 
for the name to President Madison. 
The structure was made of Potomac 
river freestone, and the capitol proper 
was built of the same stone. 
At the 
time the British burned the executive 
mansion they did a lot af other dam­ 
age, and the country was pressed for 
money to repair the same. 
The walls 
of the mansion were only slightly dam­ 
aged, other than being blackened by 
smoke. 
Money was scarce, and con­ 
gress made an appropriation to have 
the outside of the house painted. White 
was selected as the best color. 
Madi­ 
son in a letter to a personal friend 
wrote: “Come in and set* me at any 
time. 
You will always find me in at 
the White House." 
The executive mansion may have 
been called the White House before 
that time, but this investigator says 
that he has never been able to find any 
record of it. 
lf Madison did not offi 
elate at the christening it has been 
emphatically stated by the historian 
that he took a prominent part in pub­ 
lishing the fact that the White House 
was to be the name of the mansion. 
Up to the time of President Madison 
the executive mansion, which is the 
legal name for It. was generally spo­ 
ken of as the president's house, but 
since then It has been known by its 
permanent name of White House.—E x­ 
change.

The seagulls are the sparrows of 
Lerwick, and as such they have a 
greater share in the town’s life than 
the sparrows of London.

and hover over every roof in town. 
The air is ful of their strange, high. 
plaintive, haunting cries. 
Every house has its own familiar 
seagulls and every street Its own band 
of them.

How Fishes Breathe. 
By means of their gills fish breathe 
the air dissolved In water. The oxygen 
consumed by them is not that which 
forms the chemical constituent of the 
water, but that contained in the air 
which is dissolved in the water. Fishes 
transferred to water from which the 
air has been driven out by a high tem­ 
perature or in which the air absorbed 
by them is not replaced are soon suffo­ 
cated. 
They require aerated water to 
maintain life aud they take It In con­ 
stantly through their mouths and expel 
It through their gills, retaining the air. 
It follows that lf the water in a lake 
should be completely cut off from con­ 
tact with the air long enough to ex­ 
haust the supply of air the fish in the 
lake would die. It would take a severe 
and pretty long continued freeze to 
accomplish this, but It might happen 
and doubtless has frequently happened 
with a small body of water.—St. Nicho­ 
las.

Picturesque Barefooted Fish Hawkers 
of Portugal. 
The ovarinn* are perhaps the most 
interesting people in Portugal. 
They 
are probably th e lineal descendants of 
the original Inhabitants of the land, 
•nd now come from a small glace 
called 
M urtosa 
(Estarreja). not far 
from Oporto. 
As the term ination indi­ 
cates, the overinas are the women of 
these people. 
Both old and young, for even young 
children an- thns employed, are ex­ 
ceedingly active and energetic. They 
go about barefoot, w earing ii peculiar 
costume, and carrying huge baskets of 
a peculiar shap e on their beads. 
They 
travel m any mil"s a day and penetrate 
into every c o m e r of t lie city, crying 
their w ares in a lend, unmusical sh o u t 
They m ount even to the sixth floors 
and bargain w ith buyers. 
They go 
barefoot not because of their poverty, 
many of them possessing expensive 
gold ornam ents, but because they ran 
thus m ore easily cover th e many miles 
they run during the day.

From this same source it Js learned 
that Colorado expended $1,750,000 on 
Its roads In 1911, and will expend 
$2,400,000 In 1912.

From carefully compiled facts and 
figures the total investment in the 
seventeen beet sugar factories in Col­ 
orado la found to be $19,250,000. From 
the same source of information it is 
learned that the annual 
output 
of 
these factories is approximately $14# 
000,000, and the sum paid by the fac­ 
tories to the farmers is more than 
$5,000,000 each year. 
These factories are operated by 
companies, but plans are under way 
for the building of several factories 
on a co-operative basis. 
To the farmers the sugar factories 
offer a dependable market. The price 
of beets is arranged before the crop 
is planted and Is based upon amount 
of sugar they contain. Contracts with 
farriers are signed in advance of plant­ 
ing. This year the price is $.5 per ton

They Still Served the Old Slugger After 
He Quit Baseball. 
One of the oldest aud most eccentric 
characters baseball bus ever produced 
was old Pete Browning, the famous 
slugger, who played with Louisville 
around the eighties and later joined 
the Cleveland club in ISIK) during the 
Brotherhood war. 
Pete was a little off In his roof gar­ 
den and had only one Idea in his head 
day or night. 
Anything that concern 
t>d his precious batting average was 
meat and drink to him. 
it ma<|e no 
difference how many fly balls be drop 
ped or let get by him as long as he 
landed two or three safe ones during 
a game. 
Bats were a mania with Browning, 
and whenever he could pick up a club 
which suited him it was added to his 
enormous collection. 
So many were 
gathered at various points on some of 
his trips that he sometimes was forced 
to pay excess baggage on the prizes. 
According to Van Haltren. it was 
Browning who Introduced the habit of 
rubbing down a bat with tobacco Juice. 
which custom is followed to this day 
by many of the players. 
The idea Is 
to roughen the surface of the stick 
and prevent so many fouls slipping off 
one side or the other. 
Browning, who was a great user of 
the weed, used to polish down his 
sticks in this way without any appar­ 
ent reason until he commences! to be 
Hove that It made a difference with his 
hitting, and after that no wagon tongue 
of his ever escaped a coating of the ob 
noxious fluid. 
Other players took It up In the hope 
of emulating Browning, and now’ It is 
a common custom throughout the coun­ 
try. 
When Tete retired from the game 
all the bats, relics of former days, 
were still In his possession.

to keep them always In his sight Pete 
had them turned down to a uniform 
size and used them as posts for the 
baluster in his house.

son-stroke,” making a jest of murder 
and mirth. 
It is the disgrace of every 


man in Texas that was responsible for 
permitting such things to exist. 
O, 
my countrymen, if that were but one, 
one of a thousand such instances, it 
would be bad enough. But the volume 
is full of it. 
It is a history of wrong, 
unparalleled, in my judgment, in any 
story ever written of savages on the 
African coast or In Indian warfare—a 
story of human degradation committed 
upon men who were under the charge 
of Texas, that should bring the blush 
of shame to the face of every man in 
Texas, and which, as I said, would 
wring with grief the heart of every 
woman in Texas if she could read the 
story. 
William F. Ramsey said that 
he knew about the way that they were 
treated, that he knew about the bat 
and the buil-whip, and he recommend­ 
ed that it be stopped.

made this recommendation while he 
was Chairman of the Prison Board, but

Sirs, th** treatment of those convicts 
cried aloud to a just God for venge­ 
ance, and I don’t see how, when these 
brutalities went on from year to year, 
that the lightnings of a just God did 
not descend upon them, even as He 
punished Sodom and Gomorrah of old. 
I say to you today that Oscar B. Col­ 
quitt, in the reforms that he has work­ 
ed in the penitentiary system and in 
the abolition of the infamous cruelties 
that Ramsey recommended be abolish­ 
ed, won the right to demand of every 
God-fearing, honest citizen of Texas 
his vote at this coming election.

saw a band of men, som e two hundred 
of them.

Of a few feet a hundred hounds bayed 
in leash, ready to be turned loose and 
pleading for their human prey.

taught my tottering step s to m ove, so 
help m e God, I would pardon him if 
T e x a s w ent to hell in three m inutes. 
(A pplause.) 
O, it has com e to a great 
p ass when a man will go about the 
S ta te of T exas undertaking to appeal 
to the prejudices of a citizen sh ip in a 
county 
like 
Com anche, 
b eca u se 
it 
h a sn ’t got any negroes in it, on the 
ground 
that Colquitt 
pardoned 
fifty 
negroes. 
That is a strong argum ent 
on which to appeal to the judgm ent 
of men when they go to c a s t their 
v o le s for the high office of governor. 
My countrym en, the g reatest duty that 
you perform in tim e of peace is when 
you elect public o f f i c e r 
T h e m an that 
puts a ballot in the ballot box, and 
d oes it with clean hands and a* pure 
heart, should be w illing to stand up 
in the p resence of his God aird say, 
“Thus I vote for the best in terests of 
T exas, my wife, ray children and m y­ 
se lf.” 
Do you think you can do it 
w hen the argum ent is used to have 
you cast your vote that he pardoned 
fifty negroes on E m ancipation D ay last 
year* 
U is unworthy of a candidate 
running for Justice of the p eace from 
the forks 01 che creek in h ell’s half 
acre. 
(Laughter.) 
And yet that is all 
there is to it, vituperation and abuse, 
appeals to passion and prejudice— not 
on e place w here they can lay their 
fingers and point to one sin g le act of 
this man, public or private, and say 
that he was ever false to his God, his 
country or him self, and yet they would 
have you disgrace him by m akin g him 
the first g o ie rn o r of T ex a s ev er re­ 
fused a second term. 
I d on ’t believe 
that you are m ade of that kind of 
tim ber, and I w on’t believe it till you 
say it at the ballot box, and I w on’t 
b elieve it then, but I will b eliev e there 
ca m e som e dispensation of Alm ighty 
God that sw ep t away your Judgm ents 


from their places and that you were in­ 
sane for the tim e being.

I saw an article in the 
paper, I think it w as this m o n th ’s M'un- 
se y ’s Magazine, that challenged my 
attention and ought to ch a llen g e yours. 
It was written by one of the big men 
of this country, for I will tell you that 
a man that is big enough to be editor 
of a m agazine like that is a big man. 
He was calling attention to one of the 
greatest dangers 
to A m erica today, 
and he had som e figures there that 
shocked m e and that I know’ will asto n ­ 
ish you. 
Do you know’ that in nearly 
all the Eastern S ta tes today, all of 
them except N ew H am pshire, that the 
citizenship of the cities outnum bers 
by im m ense p ercen tages the citizen ­ 
ship of the country. 
Do you know 
what that m eans? W h en ever you build 
up these big citie s and destroy the 
farms, I tell you, my friends, you are 
building up the m ost dangerous m en ­ 
ace that ever confronted a free gov­ 
ernm ent on the fa ce of the earth. 
You 
have got to support th o se cities, and 
your capacity to support them is being 
limited year by year as people are be­ 
ing called from the farm s into these 
cities. 
But w hat tickled m e in that 
article was that in Grand Old T exas 
there are three m en on farm s for every 
man in a city or town. 
T hat is the 


reason I said w hat I did to you farm ­ 
ers, because you are three tim es as big 
as the rest of th e population of T exas 
numerically, and you are entitled to 
three times as m uch consideration, and 
you are entitled to every consideration 
from the G overnor of T exas that he 
can possibly g iv e you.

“Thank you, Aguirre, but I hardly 
think I want to see one of your bull­ 
fights. 
I have heard enough about 
them to make me sick of the thought." 
I had seen Ivory other kind o f fight, 
from m essenger boys up to bull moose 
and buffalo, and Agulrru felt that I 
would forever regret it if I left Mexico 
without at least once w itnessing the 
national sport. 
I reluctantly consented to accom pany 
him, and after our dinner, instead of 
taking the usual siesta, w e w ent to 
the ring. 
I had often rend the stories 
o f such fights, and after the series of 
three had been finished I wondered if 
any writer had ever taken the trouble 
to describe the ridiculous and funny 
stunts that crop out during th e course 
of the fights. 
The first bull that was released went 
through the ordinary course o f sprouts, 
first goring a broken down race horse 
which had seen service on m any of the 
tracks in the States and w as used in 
the bull ring only because he w as a 
thoroughbred.

alley, just wide enough to allow the 
bulls to get through without rubbing 
the hair from their flanks. 
lea n in g 
over the boards whloh forme.d the 
sides of tin' passagew ay w as a Mexi­ 
can negro, who, when the little bull 
w as shoved ont o f the torii. Jabbed a 
fishhook "barbe" into his left shoul­ 
der, which maddened the anim al to 
such an extent that he hardly knew 
which way to turn, so eager w as he to 
locate his enemy. 
T he crowd at this tim e w as going 
mad and from all sides could be heard 
frantic cries o f 
"Cobardo.

Q.— Does the Bible set forth a stand* 
and of morality, and if so, w ill you 
kindly explain what it is? 
(J. T. G.) 
Answer.—Without a standard as a 
guide there could be no definite or fix­ 
ed conclusions regarding nny line of 
thought or action. As It is indispensa­ 
ble to have standards of weights, meas­ 
ures. time. and distance, so also, to 
prevent confusion and in order that 
peace and harmony may prevail and 
the rights of all be conserved, it is nec­ 
essary that a standard or measure of 
righteousness should be established, 
and this must be a perfect rule or 
guide absolutely in harmony with the 
principles of Justice, wisdom, power, 
and love. 
The Bible is the only book 
aver written that contains this stand­ 
ard of morality. 
The Lord Jesus in 
ills 
life and 
teachings manifested 
the beauties and grandeurs of this per­ 
fect degree of righteousness. Through­ 
out the Scriptures we find the constitu­ 
ent features of this standard conveyed 
In all of the instructions given; in the 
Jewish Law. in the Golden Rule, and 
In the epitomized statement of the 
Lord Jesus:—“Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.’’ 
As we attempt to measure up to the 
standard 
of 
morality—perfection 
in 
righteousness—we are nt once brought 
to a realization of our imperfections 
and shortcomings, and to recognize fbe 
truth 
of the 
Scriptural 
statement, 
“There is none righteous, no not 
(Romans iii, IO.) Then, looking to God 
through His Word. for assistance in 
our weakness, we find that We can be 
Justified by faith in Christ 


Q.— W ill the little children that have 
died up to this time, and tha infante, 
especially mentioned by the Prophet 
Jeremiah (xxxi, 15) have any experi­ 
ence with evil in the time of Christ’e 
reign, so as to appreciate the principles 
of righteousnese in contrast with that 
which ie wrong? 
(L. B. F.) 
Answer.—There are four ways of ac­ 
quiring knowledge, namely, by obser­ 
vation, by Instruction, by experience, 
and by intuition. 
The race for six 
thousand years bas been gaining a 
knowledge of sin and evil by means 
of the first three methods, as intuition 
is a faculty of the Divine mind and 
not of the human. 
During the period 
of Christ's reign evil will be gradually 
eliminated from the earth; as we read. 


I “For Ile must reign, till lie hath put 
all enemies under Ills feet” (I Coria 
J thinus iv, 25. 2C>. Little children and 
Infants who shall attain to maturity 
I In that time will acquire a knowledge 
I of evil by the same methods as those 
I now known, but with this difference, 
j that then righteousness will be tri- 
I umphlng and virtue will be rewarded 
as it Is manifested, whereas now. those 
| who “will live godly In Christ Jesus 
: shall suffer persecution.** and “the wick- 
! ed flourish as the green-bay tree” (ll 
Timothy 111, 12: Psalm rrxvtl, 35). The

' Impressive aa under the present condi­ 
tions. and those who will fail to profit 
by them after having at least a hun­ 
dred years* trial, or opportunity to 
make progress In the way of right­ 
eousness, shall tie destroyed as “the 
natural brute beast made to be taken 
and destroyed” (ll Peter, ll, 12).
